The President 
expresses great disappointment that tlie 
hill did not meet his wishes, but Bays 
there are provisions in the bill which 
nre in line with honeet tariff reform. The 
bill was surrounded by iulluences in Ha 
last stages which ought not to he toler- 
ated in Dumocratlc tariff reform coun- 
cils, and yet, notwithstanding all its 
vices and bad treatment it received at 
the hands of its pretended friends, it 
presents a vast improvement to existing 
conditions. 1 take my place with the 
rank and file of tlio Democracy who be- 
lieve in turn" reform, and know what it 
ia, who refuse to accept the results em- 
bodied in this bill as the close of the 
war, who have marked the places where 
the 
deadly 
blight of treason 
has 


blasted the councils of the brave in their 
hour of night. Trusts and combina- 
tions, the communism of pelf, whose 
machinations have prevented us from 
reaching the success we deserve, should 
not be forgotten or forgiven. AVe shall 
recover from our astonishment at their 
exhibition of power, and if then the 
question is forced upon us whether they 
shall submit to the free legislative will 
of the people's representatives, or shall 
dictate lawe which the people must 
obey, we will accept and settle that 
issue an one involving the integrity and 
safety of American institutions. Tariff 
reform will not bo settled until it is 
honestly and fairly settled in the inter- 
ests and to the benefit of the patient 
and long suffering people.

I'Oiiis Meyer, president, 
and (J. O. Allen, secretary, will be in 
Hiawatha Tuesday to select a site. C. 
0. Allen is tho inventor of a new palace 
Bleeping car, for which Mr. Pullman 
offered him $65,000 and a Now York 
company offered $80,000 and royalty. 
The company will be managed on the 
co-operative plan. The company has 
control of five patents and manufactures 
all kinds of railway equipment. 
Eight 


hundred ex-employes of the Pullman 
shops will come here and begin the 
building for the works as soon as pre- 
liminary arraugmcnts have been made.

Not the Business of tlie Southern 


Pacific to Follow Dis- 


clnn-jjfcil Employes. 


SAX FRANCISCO, August 27.—A fort- 


night ago a local newspaper printed an 
interview with J. A Fillmore, general 
superintendent of the Southern Pacific 
railroad, in which Mr. Fillmore was 
quoted as follows: 


If I know that n man was not true 


to this company, and if 1 find out that he 
lias got a job anywhere I will pursue 
him and use my best efforts to get him 
disci largcd." 


Tlie men referred to, of course, were 


American Hallway Union men who took 
a prominent part in the recent strike on 
the Southern Pacific system. The in- 
terview provoked a storm of adverse crit- 
icism, wliich was mainly directed at the 
Southern Pacific, for many charged that 
Mr. Fillmore hud spoken with author- 
ity. O. 1'. Hutilington, president of the 
company, has written a letter from 
New York, in which he positively de- 
clared that Mr. FHImore's reported pol- 
icy is not tho policy of tho Southern 
Pacific Company. Kef erring to the in- 
terview, Mr. Iluntingtou says: 


"1 can hardly believe Mr. Fillmore 


paid this; if lie did he was all wrong. 
We, of couree, owe it to ourselves and 
to palions of thu road to refuse to take 
back men wliu deoUoyud any of our 
property or mude any effort lo prevent 
others from taking their places, but 
when we have done that, that is, re- 
fused to take them back, I think we 
should wish them to get places else- 
where, if it could bu done without in- 
jury to the public, and it is not our 
business to follow them, but when they 
get one, wish them well." 


In closing his letter lliintinglon says : 


"I hope our people will consider these 
things carefully and hear in mind that 
in bundling the great interests that we 
are caring for, it is not enough to look 
out for the rights of thu company, but 
nlso for the rightB of every member of 
the community in which we are work- 
ing ami where our influence is felt." 
I'lie letter is made public by II. 10. 
lltintington, assistant to the president.

Large numbers of men went into the 


country yesterday and Sunday to work 
in tho vineyards. They went by wagon 
loads. .So far as the approximate num- 
bers could be estimated, there were 
more Chinese limn whitu men; but for 
;ill that, a largo number of white men 
went out to work. 


Yesterday the report was circulated 


,hat tho men in Fresno, Unit in, a mn- 
orilyof them, would not work at $1 a 
lay and board, and that employment 
>lhces here were sending to San Fran- 
:ineo to lill their orders for laborers, 
tne employment ollico advertised for 
100 men to go to work at $1 a day and 
board, and also advertised for men to 
jiick ut 2';i cents a tray and 50 conls a 
lay oil1 for board. Both of these offers 
ire regarded good pay for this year, but 
,hc employment agent complained that 
ie received no responses from men in 
i'Veeno, and would have to Hcnd to San 
I'Vancisco for men, and, in fact, had 
ittiil for suiuu. 


Some one volunteered to get liim 100 


.nen if he wanted them, and went to 
,lic court house park and an noun ml 
,hat men wens wanted. Very nearly 
100 men made the riifih to get the work ; 
Hit when they got to the ullicc llitty 
were told no men wero wauled. They 
were disappointed, of course. The em- 
ployment 
agent 
explained that he 


Iready had all the men he wanted. 
Tlie incident shows one thing. There 


is no occasion to ei'iid out of Fresno for 
men at present. Nor is there any rea- 
son for employing Chinamen. There 
arc white men willing and anxious to go 
to work at one dollar a day and board. 


There is also another tiling plainly to 


be seen. Some of the men in the park 
are not looking for work. No proposi- 
tion can be made to them that pleases 
them. They always want it some other 
way. Let it he said to the credit of thfi 
workingmen, however, that tlieac kick- 
ersareintho minority. I>ut there-are just 
enough of them to bring discredit upon 
all the laborers in the park. Lasteven- 
ing when a company of men started to 
tho employment oltico to accept what 
they supposed was a job at a ilollar a 
day and board, a gang of lazy, filthy, 
iireasy scrubs lounging in tlie grnsri 
galled out, "Scabs! ecabs! scabs!" 
This shown that there are some who do 
not want to work, and try to dissuade 
others from working. These, no doubt, 
lire the lusty tramps who make life 
miserable for women in the suburbs 
while their husbands are from home. 
The sooner they are drummed out of 
town tho better. Tosum the mutter up, 
there are in Fresno several hundred 
men, honest and industrious, who want 
work, and there are several dozen who 
will not work. In a few days there will 
be employment for all the workers, and 
there is a nice corral with a stone pile 
and hammera for the tramps.
